Section III: Definitions of Terms and Acronyms Used in the Report 

1. Agency-specific acronyms or other terms. 

a. ODNI: Office of the Director of National Intelligence 

b. IM: Information Management 

2. Basic terms, expressed in common terminology. 

a. FOIA/PA Request- Freedom of Information Act/Privacy Act request. A FOIA request is 
generally a request for access to records concerning a third party, an organization, or a 
particular topic of interest. A Privacy Act request is a request for records concerning oneself; 
such requesters are also treated as FOIA requests. (All requests for access to records, 
regardless of which law is cited by the requester, are included in this report. 

b. Initial Request - a request to a federal agency for access to records under the Freedom of 
Information Act. 

c. Administrative Appeal - a request to a federal agency asking that it review at a higher 
administrative level a full denial or partial denial of access to records under the Freedom of 
Information Act, or any other FOIA determination such as a matter pertaining to fees. 

d. Processed Request or Appeal - a request or appeal for which an agency has taken a final 
action on the request or the appeal in all respects. 

e. Multi-track Processing - a system in which simple requests requiring relatively minimal 
review are placed in one processing track and more voluminous and complex requests are 
placed in one or more other tracks. Requests in each track are processed on a first in/first out 
bases. A requester who has an urgent need for records may request expedited processing (see 
below). 

f. Expedited Processing - an agency will process a FOIA request on an Expedited bases when 
a requester has shown an exceptional need or urgency for the records which warrants 
prioritization of his or her request over other requests that were made earlier. 

g. Simple Request - a FOIA request that an agency using multi-track processing places in its 
fastest (non-expedited) track based on the volume and/or simplicity of records requested. 



h. Complex Request - a FOIA request that an agency using multi-track processing places in a 
slower track based on the volume and/or complexity of records requested. 

i. Grant - an agency decision to disclose all records in full in response to a FOIA request. 

j. Partial Grant - an agency decision to disclose a record in part in response to a FOIA request, 
deleting information determined to be exempt under one or more of the FOIA exemptions; 
or a decision to disclose some records in the entireties, but to withhold others in whole or in 
part. 

k. Denial - an agency decision not to release any part of a record or records in response to a 
FOA request because all the information in the requested records is determined by the 
agency to be exempt under one or more of the FOIA’s exemptions, or for some procedural 
reason (such as because no record is located in response to a FOIA request). 

l. Time Limits - the time period in the Freedom of Information Act for an agency to response 
to a FOIA request (ordinarily 20 working days from proper receipt of a “perfected” FOIA 
request). 

m. “Perfected” Request - a FOIA request for records which adequately describes the records 
sought, which has been received by the FOIA office of the agency or agency component in 
possession of the records, and for which there is no remaining question about the payment of 
applicable fees. 

n. Exemption 3 Statute - a separate federal statute prohibiting the disclosure of a certain type 
of information and authorizing its withholding under FOIA subsection (b)(3). 

o. Median Number - the middle, not average, number. For example, of 3, 7, and 14, the median 
number is 7. 

p. Average Number - the number obtained by dividing the sum of a group of numbers by the 
quantity of numbers in the group. For example, of 3, 7, and 14, the average number is 8. 

3. Concise Descriptions of FOIA Exemptions 

• (b)(1) exempts from disclosure material properly classified, pursuant to an Executive 
Order, because it is related to matters of national defense or foreign policy; 

• (b)(2) exempts from disclosure information, which pertains solely to the internal 
personnel rules and practices of the Agency; 

• (b)(3) exempts from disclosure materials that another federal statute protects, provided 
that the other federal statute either requires that the matters be withheld, or establishes 
particular criteria for withholding or refers to particular types of matters to be withheld. 

• (b)(4) exempts from disclosure information such as trade secrets and commercial or 
financial information obtained from a person on a privileged or confidential basis; 



• (b)(5) exempts from disclosure inter-and-intra agency pre-decisional and deliberative 
memoranda or letters. The same section exempts attorney work-product or attorney-client 
information; 

• (b)(6) exempts from disclosure material that would be an unwarranted invasion of the 
personal privacy of the individuals. 

• (b)(7) exempts from disclosure law enforcement investigatory records that, if released, 
would either (A) interfere with enforcement proceedings, (B) deprive a person of the 
right to a fair trial; (C) be an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy; (D) identify a 
confidential source; (E) reveal investigative techniques and procedures; or (F) endanger 
someone’s life or physical safety. 

• (b)(8) exempts from disclosure information contained in reports or examinations of an 
agency responsible for regulating or supervising banks, savings and loans, or other 
financial institutions. 

• (b)(9) exempts from disclosure information about wells. 

4. Concise Descriptions of Privacy Act Exemptions: 

• (d)(5) exempts from disclosure information compiled in reasonable anticipation of a civil 
action or proceeding; 

• (j)(l) exempts from disclosure certain information maintained by the CIA; 

• (j)(2) exempts from disclosure certain records of agencies whose primary mission is 
enforcing criminal laws (e.g. the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the Drug Enforcement 
Agency, or the Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and Firearms); 

• (k)(l) exempts from disclosure information properly classified pursuant to an Executive 
Order in the interest of national defense or foreign policy; 

• (k)(2) exempts from disclosure investigatory material compiled for law enforcement 
purposes; 

• (k)(3) exempts from disclosure information pertaining to the protective services afforded 
the President of the United States; 

• (k)(4) exempts from disclosure information that statutes require to be maintained and 
used solely as statistical records; 

• (k)(5) exempts from disclosure information or investigatory material compiled solely for 
the purpose of determining suitability, eligibility, or qualifications for federal civilian 
employment, or access to classified information, the release of which would disclose a 
confidential source; 

• (k)(6) exempts form disclosure testing or examination material the federal government 
uses to determine individual qualifications for appointment or promotion, the release of 
which would compromise the testing or examination process; 

• (k)(7) exempts from disclosure evaluation material the armed forces use to determine an 
individual’s potential for promotion, but only if disclosure would reveal the identity of a 
source who furnished information after the government’s express promise to keep that 
source’s identity confidential.
